The  firm  of  Macauley  Bros,  is  one  of  the  strongest  in  the 
city,  their  retail  store  is  on  First  Avenue,  below  the  Fairview  Hotel, 
the  wholesale  being  on  Third  Avenue.  One  of  the  best  evidences 
of  Mr.  Macauley's  faith  in  the  stability  of  Dawson  is  sliown  by 
his  erection  last  summer  of  one  of  the  finest  residences  in  the  city 
at  a  cost  of  $8,000.
